LIBERALISM AT KAMLOOPS 

W HEN LIBERALS OF BRITISH Co¬ 
lumbia aseemble in convention at Kamloops to¬ 
morrow they may face the future with confidence. 
In the federal field they will prepare for the general 
election with prospects better than they have been at 
any time since the war. The policy of their party, 
as laid down in the Dunning budget, is one which 
should appeal particularly to British Columbia, while 
the programme of the Conservative party, in hostility 
to the Bntisb Preference and empire trade, will make 
it difftcuk even for old-line Conservatives to support 
their party's candidates. The leadership of Mr. Ben¬ 
nett, too, ha* been a serious source of wvaliaei* to 
Conservatism in this province, which has realized the 
notable difference between it and the leadership of 
Mr. Meighen. Liberalism should nuke substantial 
gains hen. 

In the provincial field the Liberal party is in 
opposition, but that is no great calamity for iL Parties 
may go into opposition *"“» *-#- to time, bui tlic 
principles for which they stand remain. Sometimes 
it teems to he necessary for a government to be de¬ 
feated for its worth to be generally appreciated. That 
certainly has happened in British Columbia, where 
the achievements of the Liberal government in the 
wont yean of our history can now be measured against 
the progress of its successors in prosperous times. The 
Tolmte government, like all new governments, went 
into office on e wave of enthusiasm and great expecta¬ 
tions. In the light of two years' experience, the public 
is able to judge whether thyt enthusiasm was well 
founded and whether those expectations are bring ful¬ 
filled. There it no leek of signs to show that, when 
. it counts the province's enormously-increased debt, 
swollen budget and iacreased taxation, the public it 
- beginning to understand that the promises of July,

Tho period of opposition should bo a period of 
preparation for greater responsibilities end greater 
achievements in the future. To this preparation the 
Kamloops convention may well denote itself. When 
it is celled upon to take office again, the Liberal 
party in British Columbia should be ready with a 
programme In suit the needs of the country as they 
l then exist. As Mr. Pettulio has 'frequently urged 
in the Legislature, Liberalism should fallow e pro¬ 
gramme which profits by the lessons of the pest, but 
which is not trammeled by old ideas. At Kamloops 
the Liberal party should combine whet it has learned 
since it left office with those policies which proved 
sound when il wns in power. Then it will be able 
to give this province e leadership which, judging by 
the works of the present government to dale, it 
will badly need.

I T MAY BE TAKEN FOR GRANTED

six branches with 310 nurses in the various provinces. 
As more than sixty of these branches, however, ere 
east Of the Great Lakes, it will be seen that there 
is considerable room for expansion, particularly in the 
middle west and in British Columbia. 

At the annual meeting of the Order m Ottawa 
’ the other day, incidentally, it was revealed that the 
organization as a whole contributed to public service 
in Canada last year 650,000 visits by mines to Cana¬ 
dian homes. And although the first aim of the 
V.O.N. ia to supply a visiting nutsing service to any 
men, woman or child who may need such service, 
the assistance which the Order lends to mothers and 
children is an important phase of its work. 

Some time in the distent future governmental 
agencies may be able to cover the field of sickness end 
the prevention of disease. In the meantime, however, 
there will be an increasing need for the Victorian 
Order of Nurses, the local branch of which deserves 
well of the people of this city. They will have ea 
opportunity on Saturday of demonstrating in e tangible 
manner their appreciation of its humanitarian labors. 


WHAT IS RIGHT WITH THE MOVIES 

P R A -LONG TIME IT HAS BEEN AN 

rimost universal custom to discuss what is wrong 
with the movies. In Britain now competent observers 
are trying to find out what is right with them. Pro¬ 
bably to the surprise of many, they have found much 
about the movies, aa e medium of education, which 
they heartily endorse. This inquiry was launched by 
.the Institute of Adult Education, which appointed 
foriy-eighf people from several parts of Britain Is 
consider the films shown in various cities, towns end 
villages. Their prime purpose was to discover what 
help the movies gave to the education of young usd 
old—edu c a t io n , that k in a broad sens*. Their 
report, just issued, finds that out of ninety films con¬ 
sidered, twenty were of direct or indirect educational 
vxtue, apart altogether from torrent newsreels, "the 
usefulness of which ia everywhere recognized. 

This is e rather remarkable record. It shows how 
much knowledge of various sorts we absorb painlessly, 
almost unconsciously, with our amusement nowa¬ 
days. There is much froth m the average movie 
•how and. as the British investigators point out. a good 
deal that would be better left unfiimed. but mingled 
with it ihere is n wealth of knowledge about foreign 
lands, about history, about current problem which 
the average men and women would new gain 
otherwise. The family which attends the movies once 
a week or so has in its mind dear pictures of the most 
remote corners of the earth, of the farthest Arctic 
and the tropical aeaa, of Chinese coolies and Mexi¬ 
can bandits, of whealgrowing in Russia and the 
canning of pineapples in Hawaii; of- the making 
6l sKori in Frigland and automobiles in Driroit— 
of virtually all the multifarious activities of that busy 
World. To out grandfathers, except the icw. wbo 
Could afford to travel, these things were as a vague 
rurrior freifi ■ distant place, a strange tale written in 
boob. 

Imperceptibly the movies have assumed a very 
important pert in moulding the thought of ell civilized 
peoples. With this advance they have also assumed 
a grave responsibility. Their manner of fulfillag it 
will have e large bearing on the future of ell civil¬ 
ization. 

A SOUND PLAN 

S OMETHING PRACTICAL IN THE WAY 

of developing citizenship among the foreim-born 
settlers of Canids has been undertaken by the Cana¬ 
dian National Railways. It ia prapoaed to hold a 
•erica of competitions in community service over n 
period of .fin years, with prizes as high as (1,000 
to be offered each year. The scheme will apply to 
those rural districts of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta that are peopled by peraons of continental 
European aleck, on the baits of thrir interest and 
progress in education, in music, handicrafts and other 
arts, agriculture, including the co-operative organiza¬ 
tions, public health, end other move menu end enter¬ 
prises related to community progress and good citizen¬ 
ship. The judging board will consist of three out¬ 
standing citizens from each province. 

_ There is an mdinettpn in some quarters, espe¬ 
cially where the foreign-boni population constitutes 
something approaching n dominant element, to regard 
the continental European as an outsider and to bp 
treated as such. Thie is not the proper attitude to 
adopt. We have admitted these people to our coun¬ 
try, and at least some part of the busmen of Cena- 
dianizing them obviously should be undertaken by 
us. Such problems as the foreign-born sometimes pre¬ 
sent will not be settled by ignoring them, or by an 
attitude of aloofness or superiority. They ire just 
ns human as the rest of us: their susceptibilities differ 
but little. Whet they require, therefore, ii e friendly 
interest in their welfare. The plan prapoaed by the 
Canadian National Railways would seem to be a 
practical way of teaching the foreign-bora the principle, 
of citizenship ns understood in thu cosialry.
